Brother William M. Avery was born in Gibson county, Tennessee, 
about the year 1650; was married while quite young to Miss M. F. Har- 
grave; was converted and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, in early life; moved to Jackson county, Arkansas, about the year 
1868; was licensed to preach in 1881; preached as a local preacher with 
zeal and profit to the Church, aud acceptability to the people until the 
fa l of 1882, when he w’as admitted on trial in this Conference, at its ses- 
sion held at Forrest City a year ago, and was app lint.ed to Bayou Me* 
toe Circuit; but before lie could go to Ins work he was stricken down 

bv disease, and died triumphantly about December 1882, leaving a 

wife and three small children to mourn their irreparable loss. 

Brother Avery was a faithful, good, devoted Christian minister, ;an l 
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possessed Ibe true ministerial zeal, and doubtless would ha T e been a 
very valuable acquisition to our ranks and a co-worker in the cause of 
Christ. But our Heavenly Father ordered otherwise, and while we 
mourn the loss of one who promised to be so useful to the < hureh and 
the world, v e bow with humble submission to the will of Him who do- 
eth all things well.

. we have had placed in our hands the Journals for the Batesville, Sear- 
cy and Mississippi Districts. 

The Batesville District Conference Journal is a model of neatness 
and correctness. It exhibits great care upon the part of the Secretary, 
whnh is truly commendable. 

The Journal of the Searcy District Conference discloses unnecessary 
haste upon the part of the Secretaiw. This Journal shows that the 
Conference entered upon business before the Conference was 
organized. The Roll-call was omitted after the first 
session, but Journal fails to show by what authority. 

The Missisippi District Conference Journal bears marks of careless- 
ness in its general outline and arrangement. We notea fear- 
ful want of conformity to the rules of grammar, or- 
thography and punctuation. The frequent erasures disfigure very 
much the face of the Journal. We also note the omission of the Roll- 
call ; but the Journal fails to show the reason. So far as the Journal is 
concerned, the Conference is still in sesssion. 

Your Committee recommend that the Presiding Elders use greater 
care and diligence to secure a correct minute of their Conferences.

We your Board of .Education ask leave to submit the following 
j report. 

We find that during the past year there has been an evident and 
gratifying increase of interest in the cause of Education not only with- 
in the bounds of the White River Confer e ice, but also throughout the 
eii' ire .Stole. Quite a number of communications have been referred to 
this Board, which we ha ve considered in the order following. First, 
we are gratified to learn from the eommmncati >n referred to us from 
the Arkansas Female College, that said institution is in a prosperous 
condition and doing its work nobly ; although the present school buil j- 
ings are unfitted to accommodate the increasing patronage, and in- 
deed unfit for further use. Mrs. Warner proposes to erect, at her own 
expense and upon tier own property, large and suitable buildings which 
i will tie ready for occupancy during the Spring or Summer ot 1884. 

Your Board <io not feel warranted in recommending the purchase of 
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such buildings when completed, by the Board of Trustees, but they do 
recommend the purchase of the corner lot mentioned in the coinmuir- 
cation referred to us. 

Your Board find further, that we have within the bounds of the 
White River Conference two Distr ct schools of promise and worthy 
of patronage. One located at £ a lem, Fulton county, Arkansas, is in 
active and successful operation— has a healthy 1< cation, and an aver- 
age attendance of seventy pupils. We heartily recoin met d it to the 
patronage and support of the pe< pie of Northern Arkansas. 

The other located at When’ ley Arkansas, is in prosperous condition 
and gives promise of continued' success.' It has an efficient corps of 
teacheis- has fifty pupils in attendance, has a healthy location and a 
large ten* tory that is accessible. It is prop* sed at an early day to 
erect suitable buildings for the accommodation of boarding pupils.* We 
heartily commend it to the membersand friends of this Conference. 

A eommunicatio i from the Central Collegiate Institute, located at 
Altus, Franklin county, Arkansas, has been referred to your Board for 
consideration. The school is doubtless ably and well conducted and 
is perhaps well located and v orthy of highest 'commendation; but this 
Board cannot recommend the adoption of this school by this ( onferenee: 
1st Because lhe school is distant from the bound* of this Conference, 
and 2nd Because we deem that anything more than, an endorsement 
which we giyt*. would be a simp e formality and of n > material IienefR 
to the institution. 

1 he President of Bellevue Collegiate Institute, located at Caledonia, 
Mo., appeared before t ‘.e Board and asked that his school be mentioned’ 
in our Report. We take pleasure in saying that from information ie- 
ceived we believe this Institute to be well and fav rably located, ablv 
conducted, of good grade and worthy of increased patronage. 

Your Board had referred to them a communication in reference to 
Paine Institute, from which we make the foliowing extracts “A request 
is made that the Church connectional yive os early in theyear as much 
as Scents per member, and that to raise this amount the Presiding.El- 
ders l>e requested to take it in band and do what they can to raise it 
This plan is suggested in order to relieve the preachers in charge ( >f 
having another collection to take and still to reach every charge and 
sicuie the amount dtsiml.” 

We r< commend the plan as stated above and submit the same for 
endorsement and adoption by the Conference. 

To your Board lu s also beensubmi ted a Register of Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity. In common with all the Conferences of our Church and the 
entire connection we are proud of this noble Institution and are grate- 
ful that its prosperity and usefulness increases yearly. We are confi-' 
deni no school in the kSouth or West is better or even half so 'veil 
equipped for successful or llioiougb instruction, or where better facili- 
ties are afforded for educating its pupils in the highest grades. Enough 

I cannot be said in praise of this our great University, and we most ear- 

nestly recommend it to every young man who desires to obtain 
thorough education.

We, jour Committee, to whom was referred the Bible cause, beg 
leave to submit, the following as our report : 

The principal amount of work done in this important department of 
Christian effort within toe bounds of our Conference during the year, 
has been done through the A. B. S. This Socie y through its *Agt. 
the Rev. W. H. Veruor, has entered upon a canvass of the eDtire 
state. Sixty counties have been canvassed during the year, and sever- 
al of these are within the bounds of our Conference. Most of this work, 
as we are informed by the District Supt. Mr. Veruor, has been done 
by ministers of our Church — but w,* are unable to give in detail the full 
amount of work done. There are also quite a number of local auxiliaries 
established within our bounds, to which inauy of our people contibute 
liberally, but to what extent precisely, we have no means of knowing. 
The following a e the amounts reported as donations to the Parent 



Society, from the various charges, viz : 

Marianna Station $ 5 00

As t«» the general aspect of the Sunday school work in our bounds, 
we are pained to n >tc, that this ye.tr djes not show that improvement 
that we had expected and hoped to see. There has been no increase 
in the number of schools ; a decrease of 31 in officers and teachers ; an 
increase of 314 in scholars ; decrease of volumes in library, 870 ; 09 in- 
crease in number of Visitors taken ; 19 decrease in number of maga- 
zines taken; 771 increase in lesson papers and quarterlies; 438 in- 
crease in Our Little People, and an increase of $230.20 in amount ex- 
pended. . hat we might nave done worse is possible. I'hat we should 
have done a great deal better, cannot be denied. 

Our Church has never seemed to realize fully the magnitude and 
power of this in oeivsi, and the White Hi cor ’ooference seems to stand 
at the foot of the list. Shall this continue ? 

The Sunday school is everywhere becoming the precursor of the 
f'liurch — it is the Church in embryo. The minister who diligently 
fosters and forwards this cause, is sowing seed which shall return him 
an hundred fold. The layman, who Jves his time and talent to the 
work, is doing a service which shall delight and refresh his own soul 
continually, and is laying up a treasure above, which shall continue 
to grow with each generation uiril the end of time, and which can 
never oe taken away from him.
